As a result of a meeting of the 
Finance Committee of the City 
Council this week, another session 
will be held soon with department 
heads attending in an effort to lọ- 
cate new sources of revenue in or- 
der to keep the city’s tax rate from 
jumping to $46 or $48.

Mayor James Fallon was pre- 
sented this morning with two ma- 
jor works: The 1947 budget esti- 
mates of the Welfare and Park 
‘Departments who want a total of 
$110,000 more than they will have 
spent in 1946. The welfare budget 
constitutes; an $89,000 increase 
over the estimate of a year ago 
and the Park Department wants 
about: $21,000 more than it spent 
this. year. 

Anticipates Recession | 

Along with the budget of Wel- 
fare Commissioner Charles H. Ho- 
decker is dark note. He is asking 
for a 20 per cent increase in his 
general relief appropriation in an 
anticipation of a slight recession in 
1947. “My reason. for. this thought,” 
the commissioner says, “is that dif- 
ferent charts used by various fi- 
nancial and business groups have 
shown that two years after peace 
has been declared in past wars, 
there has been a slight depression 
of from 9 to 12 months’ duration.” 

Actually Hodecker is asking for 
1947 only $13,778.10 more than the 
city finally appropriated for 19-6 
put that doesn’t tell half the story. 
During the year, he had to tap the 
municipal- till for $75,760.90 be- 
cause of the General- Electric 
strike and increased prices of com- 
modities. Also, there. were read- 
justments to be made in the old 
Æge assistance benefits late in the 
year and those increase payments 
will prevail for the entire 1947. 
Record Outlay Sought 

All in all, Hodecker is asking the 
city to produce the largest initial 
@ppropriation in the history of lo- 
cal welfare—$951,540.50. But of 
that amount, the federal govern- 
ment eventually will contribute 
$264,000 and the state will probably 
toss in another $200,000 or more. 
Nevertheless, the initial layout 
that the city will have to appro- 
‘priate is a dark reminder of what 
the welfare costs will be to the city 
if a real depression sets in again. 

In the local welfare department 
setup, the city is obligated to main- 
tain 100 per cent only the general 
relief and city infirmary depart- 
ments. In these two. particular 
agencies, Hodecker wants a total 
of about $41,000 less than he spent 
this year. Where the city infirmary 
this year cost the city $39,000 to 
operate, Hodecker asks this year 
for only $32,000. That’s because 
he bought a lot of equipment for 
the city farm in 1946. In general 
relief, he is asking for 20 per cent 
more than he asked last. year at 
this time but even at that he’ll be 
about $35,000 below what general 
relief cost this year. 

Old Age Gets Big Slice 

The real big money is paid out 
to the city’s 900 old age assistance 
recipients and the 100 or more 
eligibles for aid to dependent chil- 
dren which comes under strict 
supervision of federal and state 
agencies, Old-age assistance re- 
cipients in 1947 will receive a to- 
tal of $593,000, according to Ho- 
| decker’s best estimates, and aid to 
dependent children will cost $127,- 
000. He figures the average old age

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It would be possible to compile a 
formidable list of wasteful public 
expenditures here, the results of 

Most glaring is the 
Onota Lake situation, where plans 
for Burbank Park were projected 
even though, since 1909, this lak 
has been subject to state pope! 
tions against pollution. During the 
administration of the late Allen H. 
Bagg, a boulevard was constructed 
to the lake at a minimum cost of 
$50,000, which today is an unused 
appendage stretching out to no 
purpose. _ i ; 

Despite a large body of public 
opinion to the contrary, over $150,- 
000 has been plowed into Wah- 
conah Park and the city has laid 
aside funds to spend another $75,- 
000'to build a grandstand for which 
it is necessary to sink piles some 60 
feet before reaching bearing sur-! 
face. The only available public 
gymnasium in the city, at the high 
school, fails to provide adequate 
space for more than one-half of the 
student body to attend athletic con- 
tests. Interested adults, under these 
circumstances, might as-well stay 
at home. These few isolated ex- 
amples of not planning indicate its | 
waste, as well as the amount of 
money which might have been 
saved if adequate planning had 
been originally done. ;

As far as plans existing for park 
and recreation areas are concerned, 
it is known that piecemeal plans 
for various areas are on file run- | 
ning back to 1894. The last study 
was made by the ERA in 1935 and 
was the same sort of fragmentary 
production, The so-called Bright- 
pill survey of 1938, which was done 
by the Council of Social Agencies, 
did not attempt to provide a master 
plan for the use of park and rec- 
reation areas. It did, however, 
give a broad guide to programming. 

Obviously there exists no co-ordi- 
nated plan such as requested by the 
Park Commission and the Planning 
Board. Without such a plan, and 
without the knowledge which it 
would bring to bear on the prob- 
lem, the Park Commission must 
necessarily plow on blindly, hoping 
that its inevitable blunders, in the 


absence of full facts, will not be too 


grave or too costly. -~ 
Master planning studies of any 
‘kind which are not used as tools 


for enlightened action should never 


be begun. When, however, such 
studies are used to guide, direct 
and control the spending of public 
money in realistic fashion, they are 
worth 10 times their: cost. It was 
the intention that this study would 
be used as a tool. The evidence 1s 
plain that had such studies been 


‘made earlier, and put to use in the; 


past, funds would not have been 
frittered away on projects which, 
on re-examination, appear stupid 
and wasteful.in the extreme.

World Wye II Memorial 


sD ha ; 
Gets a Strong Boost 

Whatever ultimately turns out to be the 
city’s memorial to its residents who served 
in World War II, credit for taking the sub- 
ject out of the doldrums must go to the 
citywide winter sports committee. Far 
from being dispirited by what the weather, 
did to their winter carnival, they have in-| 
stead turned a lot of unmelted energy to! 
an admirable purpose. | 

With commendable initiative, backed up 
by the convincing argument of the promise 
of hard cash from their own pockets, the 
32 members of the committee have started 
the ball rolling. That it is a ball of their 
own choice is perfectly understandable and 
equally justified. They wants a sports 
colosseum, and they intend to go out 
after it. | 

Before Pittsfield’s gesture to the memory 
of World War II comes into being, there 
doubtless will be arguments aplenty and a 
long period of suggestions and counter- 
suggestions. But the proponents: of the 
sculptured memorial, if any, have had the 
initiative taken from: them. 

In fact, sentiment toward an artistic 
conception for a war memorial was shown 
to be almost nil when the city’s war me- 
morial committee sent out 8000 ballots on 
the war memorial issue last September to 
all Pittsfield veterans and a representative 
cross-section of non-veterans. The result 
overwhelmingly favoring a utilitarian me- 
morial was rather anticipated by similar 
polls conducted elsewhere. The factor, | 
however, which plunged that committee 
into desuetude and inaction was not what 
the returns showed but the demonstration 
that, at that particular time, few people 
appeared to be interested one way or an- 
other. Less than 8 per cent of the 
returned-addressed and stamped postcards 
were returned.

Explaining Hi 
f “In both cities where I worked,” 
‘Park Superintendent Jackson J. 
Perry said in a prepared statement 
following the Park Commission’s,

„cials never questioned the personal

| Those who ¢annot swin’ at all, 
or swim poorly, will be entered in 
beginners’ classes. They will learn 
to jump into water over their 
heads, dive, swim 15 yards, turn, 
and float for a short time. 

In the intermediate classes will 
be those who are unable to swim 
100 yards with a good stroke, and 
know a resting stroke. In the ad- 
vanced classes will be those who 
are fair swimmers, but need more 
practice in co-ordinating move- 
ments for stroking. 

Good swimmers under 16 may 
enter junior life saving classes;

life Savers. To enter a life saving 
class a swimmer should be able to 
tread water, surface dive, swim 
lon his back, using his legs only, 
and swim at least 220 yards.

iswered. “We can’t order depart-| 
iments how to spend their money on 
particular items as long as they 
spend the funds legally.”

“Raw meat won't make your dog | 
ugly,” said T. Liewellyn Francis, |

‘Strength in Mayoralty Race 
The surprise of yésterday’s preliminary 
election was the strength shown by youth- 
ful Robert T. Capeless in his first venture 
into politics. With such a small percentage 
of Pittsfield’s voters going to the polls, the 
1100-vote plurality of Mr. Capeless over the 
other mayoralty nominee, Harry J. Burns, 
is-by no means conclusive evidence of the 
relative strength of the two candidates in. 
November. Nevertheless, Mr. Capeless’. 
strong run will impress many of the band- 
wagon riders whose sole political principle 
is to be aboard the winning vehicle. It is 
also impressive to the extent that a fledg- 
ling in politics did so well in comparison to: 
an older man who has had a long and dis-| 
tinguished career in Pittsfield’s public life. 
In this regard,’ however; it is obvious 
that the strategy of the Capeless campaign 
was to get the jump on the field, and now 
it-will be to hold the lead, if any. That 
could be seen in the comprehensive, pre- 
cinct-by-precinct Capeléss organization, 
which was in being for the primary elec- 
tion. Mr. Burns’ campaign, on the other 
hand, appeared only nominal. Mr. Cape- 
less was by far the most active in ex- 
ploring and developing issues. while Mr.
